•  A  SPEECH  CLINIC  >s  one  °t  the  many  interesting  activities  in  progress  dur- 
ing the  school  year  at  Butler.  Students  of  speech  correction  use  the  clinic  as  a 
laboratory  from  which  valuable  experience  is  obtained.  Others  with  speech 
defects  receive  free  treatment  for  such  ailments  as  nasality,  stuttering,  incorrect 
breathing,  faulty  enunciation  and  articulation. 


•  THE  HEALTH  of  every  student  re- 
ceives the  assiduous  attention  of  a 
full-time  university  nurse  and  phy- 
sician. Each  year  all  students  must 
pass  a  medical  examination  for  the 
detection  of  remedial  diseases.
